I declaring his clients asserted they 
were solvent and intended to coop­ 
erate with the receiver to the full­ 
est extent. Attorney Battle denied 
that any records had been removed 
from the Winkelman Place of busi­ 
ness after the announcement of tho 
failure.

•A-Press' Bureau- is conducted at Oklahoma City by the 


national and state Democratic committees hence its exprefe- 
sions are to be regarded as more or less official. A part of its 
last bulletin dealing "witBT state? politics reads as follows: 


1 "There has been m'uph expression in the 
last 
fortnight' 


because of peculiar political conditions in our sfc&te. Not the 
least among these yptis the "appointment of George Wilson by 
the board of agriculture as the president of the A. and M. 
college. Mr. Wilson is, of course, head of the Nonpartisan 
League in Oklahoma, and his. appointment would lead the 
careless to the conclusion that the element of society with 
which he affiliates is transcendent, when, as a matter of. fact, 
it carries slight weight in affairs of politics. 


"Mr. Wilson is but a feature in Oklahoma politics at the 


present time. There isi a wave of radicalism which follows all 
movements to reform and he has led very successfully in the 
march toward th'e radical in this state. His success or failure 
at the second highest educational institution of the state has 
•very Kttle to do with state politics. In truth, the governor has 
but paid a political debt, and in paying he" may have won 
laurels rather than trouble. If Mr. Wilson is able to act as the 
head''of the great educational institution he will silence his 
enemies, and if he fails his dismissal is only a matter of time. 


"The signs of the times are favorable to democracy. The 


governor is handicapped because of the fact that in his march 
to the present position he was forced to accept the favor of 
the radicals. Almost prdsaic In his conservatism, 
he 
has 


never received just criticism for the reason that in politics we 
must all stand for those who have rounded the track. 


"It is a matter of common knowledge Mr. Wilson is not 


a pleasing person,to a large number of citizens of the state, 
but in the event that he makes good, that will pass. 


"It is certain that the governor has done nothing which has 


set him off to one side so much as the appointment of Wilson, 
and iff the event that the latter mak,es good nothing will go 
stronger _to place him high in the public esteem. 


"Viewed from this angle, Mr. Wilson has 
within his 


power the probability o£ making an administration a success 
or a failure." 


Every question has two sides, and nowv_comes the United 


States Sugar Association with an arraignment o£ the govern- 
ment for its attack on the sugar and coffee exchange of New 
York in consequence of the high price of sugar and raking 
those who advocated a boycott as a means of forcing the 
price down.

Furthermore, 
it gives figures to show that the world's crop is short and 
that the country faces a shortage. It advocates -an investiga- 
tion of'the beet sugar crowd and the prosecution of some of 
them for their attempt at restraint o£ trade. It asserts that 
the consumers pay two cents per pound more for their sugar 
under the present tariff law than they would otherwise be 
called on to pay.'The United States consumes far-more sugar 
than it produces, so every consumer pays a bonus to the 
sugar growers.
